With a school year that started but 
yesterday now whirling to a rapid 
close, young people in their gradu- 
ating year at ■ universities may 
wonder what they are going to do 
next year, mub is not thinking 
of that this year, for his problems 
now are of a more specialized nature. 
But he did think of that on gradua- 
tion from McGill last year.

PHILOSOPHY OF 
HISTORY TALK 
BY C. RCURRIE 

Declares That Monistic Theory 
Precludes Such Philosophy 

KARL MARX QUOTED 



States That Philosophy of 
History Dates from 
18th Century 



"There is no philosophy of 
history." said Mr. Currie, lec- 
turer in the Philosophy Depart- 
ment, in his address to the Phil- 
osophical Society last night, "in 
the sense of the monistic theory 
of history. Such a theory im- 
plies one ultimate meaning and 
purpose in history, which is 
very difficult to find empiri- 
cally. 

History Interpreted. 

•There could not have been any 
attempt to work out a philosophy 
of history until the value of life 
on this earth was believed, that is, 
until there was a secular interpre- 
tation of history. This dates from 
the eighteenth century. From this 
time thinkers began to interpret 
history by a single concept or end, 
such as the perfectibility of man or 
the achievement of the conscious- 
ness of freedom. 

"These thinkers overworked one 
factor in all experience in trying to 
explain the whole. For instance. 
Hegel interprets all experience by 
reason. Comte by the social factor, 
and Marx by economics. They 
worked on the analogy of science, 
where there has been an obvions 
progress. But their weakness lies 
in being compelled to stop in the 
present. They cannot, like the 
scientist, rationalize about the past 
and project into the future their 
universal principle. They must 
choose one principle and if all facts 
do not tally with this principle, it 
is not tenable. They are therefore 
forced to select their facts and 
leave out many important factors. 
Christian Philosophy. 

"Perhaps," continued Mr. Currie, 
"we must transcend the world of

Colonel Bovey Describes 
Methods of Pro paganda 

Addresses Psychological Society on 
"Here Lies the Truth;" Advises Care 
In Reading News Reports 



"We must take all Information 
we receive today with seven or 
eight grains of salt," said Colonel 
Wilfrid Bovey. Director of Extrn- 

Mural Relations at McGill, speaking 
on propaganda in "Here Lies the 
Truth" to the Psychological Society 
last night in the Union. 

"A writer makes statements, and 
people for want of using their 
minds believe them," he continued. 
"We have a hunger for news. The 
average writer intends to be honest, 
but he wants to make us believe 
something, and we should always 
ask ourselves what he intends us 
to believe." Colonel Bovey went 
on to describe the various methods 
by which and the various forms in 
which propaganda Is given out. 

Books are the first method by 
which propaganda is circulated, 
and Coloncy Bovey quoted several 
passages from "Germany Speaking," 
a book intended to explain Ger- 
man aims to the English , and 
pointed out various false assump- 
tions and fallacies in it. He com- 
pared two books on Mussolini, one 



by an Englishman and Ihe other 
by an Italian, and showed how 
they both told the truth but only 
the part of the truth that they 
wanted believed. Textbooks should 
also be carefully analyser, ho said. 

Magazines and newspapers can 
also be propaganda organs, Colonel 
Bovey continued, and he Illustrat- 
ed this by two articles from the 
"Catholic Digest," one defending, 
the other condemning the moral 
side of the war. Both contained 
several fallacies. He showed how 
a newspaper correspondent can be 
misled by clever propagandists in 
a strange country. 

Colonel Bovey finally discussed 
the value which the spoken word, 
especially over the radio, has in 
propaganda. It was his conclusion 
that radio is unsatisfactory for in- 
formation, for the average person 
cannot listen intelligently for 15 
minutes. But when spoken propa- 
ganda has a religious tinge, it has 
a powerful effect. This is the secret 
of German propaganda, for its leads 
the German people to believe that 
National Socialism is morally right.

Deadline for Exchange Ap- 
plications Set Forward to 
March 31 



It has been decided to extend the 
period of application for exchange 
scholarships for another month. 
Any students may apply for 
scholarships until the new dead- 
line which has been set for March 
31 by the X.F.C.U.S. 

The Exchange Scholarship plan 
of this society has, as it's purpose, 
the sending of students from one 
university to another, where they 
may continue their studies and get 
some insight into student life and 
activities on different campuses. 

After completing a year at the 
exchange university, the student 
must return to his university to 
complete his course. These students 
attend the exchange coilege tuitiou 
free. 

Divided into Zones 

In order to carry out their plan 
of acquainting scholars with life in 
other universities, the universities 
of Canada are divided into four div- 
isions. The exchange student is pro- 
hibited from attending a college in 
his own division, but may take his 
choice of the remaining three. Ap- 
plications for exchange scholarships 
are being accepted by the local re- 
presentative, Malcolm Davies. 

At present there are two ex- 
change scholars at McGill, Stew- 
art Jamieson of the University of 
British Columbia, and Charles 
Graham of Dalhousie University. 
In an interview, contrasting McGill 
with U.B.C. Stewart claimed that 
he was ampressed by the dignity 
and tradition that pervades Mc- 
Gill, but that at U.B.C. there is 
closer co-operation m regard to 
interfaculty fellowship. 

Both he and Charles Graham ex- 
pressed their gratitude to the N.F. 
C.U.S. for enabling them to study 
at a different university and thus 
gain knowledge and experience in 
student life of Canadian universi- 
ties.

There K n Rien! d*«j "f dramatic 
content in lite law. What is more 
tense and ■We<ltiîplrlng Hun a 
criminal Irlîlî What dramatist, 
seeking to bring upon the stage 
pllppell lo speak his lines and epi- 
grams, could rival In compelling ln- 
leiesl the two principals In any 
trial, upon whom all eyes are fixed'' 
And in lin» niUsty volumes standing 
wild auslere disinterestedness on 
Ihe shelves id Hie law libraries, 
wlltl a weallh of material is to be 
found in which Hie dramatist, the 
psychologist, the sociologist, and the 
philosopher mlgbl revel. II Is un- 
furluiiite that these records if 
ai lual cases are so neglected by all 
save Ihe lawyer. For Hie latter is 
Interested primarily in Ihe legal 
principles involved and gives the 
fads of the case, the human and 
emotional values therein, only pass- 
ing notice. 

There Is also a great deal of la v 
to be found in Ihe drama. For law 
is merely a social science. In all 
Ihe social relationships of mart there 
may be found sonie counterpart In 
the law. It Is only natural there 
fore that some dramatic conflict 
should find Itself revolving about 
Hie le«al Issues ni a trial. 

Kumcnldes Is Karllest. 

One of Ihe earliest plays contain- 
ing n trial scene Is the Kumcnldes 
of Aeschylus. Hero the weighty 
question of guilt or innocence is de- 
cided by ballot. Orestes, after slay- 
ing his mother Clyternncslra by di- 
vine command, is hotly pursued by 
Ihe Eumenldes (Furies). He seeks 
sanctuary in the tomple of Athena 
there to await judgment. Athena 
calls in some Athenian citizens to 
act as jurors. Then follows a duel 
of argument between Orestes and 
the Furies. The jurors drop their 
votes into two urns. Athena, whose 
judgment comes last, gives hers in 
favor of Orestes. The votes are 
counted and "both sides are even." 
Reading the play one feels a thrill 
and tension that is almost unbear- 
able. Quite unbearable. 

The very early English drama 
yields us many moral warnings, but 
few enforced by law. John Web- 
ster, an Elizabethan dramatist, gave 
us the tragedy of the law in The 
White Devil, and its comedy in The 
Devil's Law-Case. The latter is a 
tedious and complicated affair. The 
main incident is a malicious suit 
brought by a mother, Leonora, 
against her son, Homelio, trying to 
dlsposses him on the (false) ground 
of illegitimacy. 

Mystery Play Is Anonymous. 

One of the best trials for mur- 
der occurs in the anonymous play. 
A Warning for Faire Women, pub- 
lished in 1599. The' play is founded 
on a real crime, the murder of one 
George Sanders, a citizen of Lon- 
don, in 1573, which occasioned much 
public interest and a flood of bal- 
lads, pamphlets, and other sensa- 
tional literature. The story is a sor- 
did one. Anne Sanders, wife of tha 
a/oresaid George, plots with her 
lover George Brown, a certain Mr.-. 
Drury. and Mrs. Drury's servant 
Roger, to rid herself of her hus- 
band. The crime it so clumsily 
committed that all four are speedily 
suspected and apprehended. The 
law disposes of the quartette with 
startling rapidity. It is to be noted 
thai Mrs. Sanders later became a 
member of R. V. C— Reformed Viol- 
ent Criminals. 

The uork* of Shakespeare show 
a great knowledge of legal term* 
and proceedings. So much to that 

• theory hat been advanced that 
he mutt have served some time in a 
lawyer't office. There is, however, 
nol the least evidence for this con- 
lenlion. Hut we have good reason 
in believe thai he mingled and \vas 
friendly wilh Iho lawyers. Judging 
from lu» aptitude in picking up col- 
loquialisms from other walks of 
life, he would ""' be very long m 
acquiring » vocabulary of legal 
lormi 

tih*keb|ieare Popular.

South As » transcription of such 
a long and vigorous novel "Gone 
With tho Wind" Is well-nigh per- 
feci, retaining In* spirit of ihe orig- 
inal in spite of the Puritanical d»|e. 
lions of Mr . Mays. Everyone knows 
now Ihal the four principals — Vivien 
Leigh, Clark Gable, Leslie Hcrwàrd 
and Olivia de Havilland- are the 
charsclers come to life, and tha'. 
Ihe rest of the cast Is always sd"- 
quate and often brilliant, The cos- 
lumes. sets, and dialogue glow with 
Ihe atmosphere of Margaret Mit- 
chell's old South, and the Techni- 
color, though at all times enhancing 
Hie pictorial value of the story, was 
never obtrusive. 

Except for its length "Gone With 
Ihe Wind" was perfect screen 
material, and any faults in the pic- 
ture are chiefly due to the telescop- 
ing of the original plot. In the sec- 
ond half of the picture d«»th and 
disaster pile up without any of the 
intervening psychological detail of 
the novel. However, there is no 
doubt that for its sheer all-round 
excellence and for its scope and 
vigour, "Gone With the Wind " is a 
milestone in cinema history and a 
must for everyone interested In 
moving pictures, whether they have 
read the book or not.

Shakesrear* has given us several 
<Hal scenes, and the one that most 
readily comes to our minds is from 
th* Merchant of Venice. That scene 
présents s very unfair trial. An 
•minent English jurist once re- 
marked that he would have granted 
Shylock a new trial at onoe if an 
»tt»al had been made to him. The 
art of the dramatist has made us 
•»o intent ur-on the fortunes of An- 
tonio that we are disposed to ap- 
plaud the unseemly interruptions of 
Gratiano which would have called 
forth a rebuke from any well con- 
stituted court. The dignity of the 
court is sacrificed for dramatic ef- 
fect. We are so overcome by 
Shakespeare's art that we are fool- 
ed by sophistry, forget about jus- 
tice, and join the rabble in pelting 
atones at poor old Shylock. 

In modern drama there is no 
freat trial scene. Mention may be 
made of Msscficld's Trial of Jesus, 
Swinburne's Marino Faliero. and 
Shaw's Ssint Joan. The Web con- 
tains a strong trial scene, and the 
play is a powerful indictment of 
the English legal system as regards 
circumstantial evidence. Galsworthy 
has a trial in The Silver Box and 
one in Justice which makes pain- 
ful reading. Yet the prison scene, 
in which the miserable Falder if 
suffering his term of separate con- 
finement, so powerfully wrought 
upon the then Home Secretary 
when he saw the play acted that he 
Teduced the terms of nine months 
•"solitary" to three or four.
